These reports have led Boston to won- 
der at the need of building a brand new 
seaport at Montauk Point while this 
city has all the facilities and none of the 
objections which are presented in the 
Montauk Point proposition. 

Interviews with Boston maritime men 
produce the information that this city 
is better situated to handle the great 
transatlantic passenger and freight 
traffic than any other point on the At- 
lantie coast. Boston is 300 miles nearer 
London than New York and has railroad 
connections with every part of this 
country and Canada. 

Jerome Jones, chairman of the mari- 
time affairs committee of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, said today that 
Boston has all the facilities to handle 
the greatest transatlantic passenger and 
freight traffic which now to New 
York. He was asked to state why the 
great steamship companies plying be- 
tween New York and Europe should not 
make Boston their American terminal 
rather than creating new seaport at 
Montauk Point, L. L., all the at- 
tendant expense for docks and 
facilities.

He is first of all 
introduced to the holes one by one, play- 
ing them in their natural sequence, when 
they are short and comparatively easy. 
Then when the fifth hole is over matters 
more diflicult for him. He 
plunges into a_ bewildering labyrinth 
which culminates in a most spirited long 
hole that runs from end to end of the 
demesne, and is some 470 yards in length. 
Yet even this hole is only the eighth at 
the first time of asking (it is played 
twice in all), and the permutations con- 
tinue until the player loses all count of 
his position and begins to feel as if his 
host with excess of hospitality was lur- 
ing him into playing 27 rather than 18 
holes. 

The first hole is an astonishingly amus- 
ing one, at which there are three possible 
courses to adopt. The hole lies just out 
of sight round the corner of a hedge, 
where stands a fine oak tree. It is pos- 
sible, but very difficult, to hit a high 
earrying iron shot over this sentinel tree 
that the ball shall remain on the 
green. It is wiser to try to pull the ball 
round the tree; wisest of all, perhaps, to 
play an almost contemptibly cautious 
shot straight down the course and trust 
to a running-up shot and a good put. 
The next three holes are far simpler, de- 
manding respectively a mashie’ shot on 
to a green of infinitely deceitful curls, a 
drive and a pitch over a clump of low 
firs, and a cleek shot over another and 
similar clump. ‘The fifth hole, on the 
other hand, in length about 280 or 300 
yards, is*really alarming, for here a 
belt of tall trees has, to be carried from 
the tee, and the fairway is quite un- 
pleasantly narrow, a serious pull or slice 
entailing almost certain certain perdi- 
tion. With this hole the fun may fairly 
be said to begin; to differentiate be- 
tween all the other holes in the maze. 
Nevertheless the splendors of the. long 
hole, which stretches from the second to 
the fifth green, demand another word or 
two. It has the terrifying qualities of 
the fifth, with this added difficulty, that 
the belt of trees has to be carried, not 
from a friendly tee, but with a full 
brassey shot from the impartial turf, and 
moreover from a sufficiently awkward 
angle. This hole is played twice in the 
round, and to hole it twice in five is no 
mean .achievement; nor is the converse 
hole, from the fifth green to the second, 
far behind it in merit.

which was formed for the purpose of ob- 


taning an increase in salary from $936, | 


which is the maximum, to $1200, held a 
mass meeting last evening in Ford hall, 
at which Miss .tva L. Moreyl, president, 
spoke in favor sof the movement and 
Chairman David A. Ellis of the school 
committee presided, 

Since 1896, said Mr. Ellis, there has 
been no increase in the salaries of the 
elementary teachers. On the other hand, 
the change in the cost of living, he said, 
had been enormous, and in the standard 
of living even greater. 

The principal address was delivered by 
Maj. A. Worthington Clancy, former 
superintendent of schools of Minneapolis. 
“Many of the requirements of the ele- 
mentary teacher of the present time were 
unheard of in the day when the three 
R’s sufliced for range of subjects, or even 
in a much later day when all scientific 
knowledge relating to the simplest things 
was reserved for academic study,” he 
said.

‘programme is not drafted for the session, 
it is known that the work will be heavy. 


However, it is expected that prorogation |

The session will be the last but one 


before the next general election, and it 


may be expected that the opposition will 


prolong it to a considerable extent, with 


a view to getting campaign material. 
Outside of the tariff question, however, 
which will probably come in for consid- 
erable debate, there should be no subject 
likely to provoke any long partizan dis- 
cussion such as the naval question did 
last session. 

One of the principal bills which will 
come up will be the finance minister’s 
measure for the revision of the banking 
act, postponed from last year. This, 
however, should not provoke any par- 
tizan /debate. Another important item 
of government legislation will be in 
connection with a proposal for govern- 
ment control of terminal elevators, al- 
ready outlined by Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
on his tour of western Canada. It is 
understood that the bill will be modeled 
along the lines of the Minnesota act 
dealing with grain elevators. The Hon. 
Mr. Fisher, minister of agriculture, will 
have legislation extendin;; Canada’s 
jurisdiction over copyright as a result 
of his mission to London last summer. 

Whether or not the long deferred 
question of the extension of the boun- 
daries of Manitoba, Ontario and Quebec 


; Will come up for final action this session 


will depend largely upon the attitude 
of Manitoba and Ontario. If these two 
provinces can come to an agreement with 
each other on the question of the terri- 
tory to be annexed and if the Roblin 
government will meet tlie federal govern- 
ment in any reasonable compromise on 
the question of financial terms as inti- 
mated by Sir Wilfrid Laurier in July 
in Winnipeg, there will be nothing to 
prevent the boundary extensions from 
going through this session.

1), S. HAS RECLAIMED 


900.000 ACRES BY 
ARIGATION ALREADY 


CHICAGO—tThe great irrigation work 
of the United States has proved its 
worth, says F. H. Newell, director of the 
reclamation service on his return to Chi- 
cago from the three-months’ investiga- 
tion by army experts of the projects pre- 
paratory to the expenditure of the $20,- 


000,000 additional voted by the last sea- 
sion of Congress. 

The commission which is to pass judg- 
ment on the worth of the big tasks un- 
dertaken by the service, is in Washing- 
ton now at work on the report. It 
will be ready in November probably, 
early enough, in any event, said Mr. 
Newell, for presentation to Congress in 
time for that body to take action so that 
work on unfinished irrigation projects 
may be pushed to completion in the 
spring. 

Two great international works, the 
Rio Grande project on the Mexican bor- 
der, and the Milk rivér project on the 
Canadian border, will benefit by the ap- 
propriation, as will also the Sun river 
project in Montana, the Ocean park pro- © 
ject in Wyoming, the Grand valley pro- 
ject in Colorado, the Boise project in 
Idaho, and the Yakima project in Wash- 
ington. “The completion of these has 
been delayed because of lack of funds. ° 

“T can speak only of the facts disclosed 
by the tour of inspection,” said Mr. 
Newell, “the conclusions formed by the 
engineers from what they saw will not 
be known until their report is made 
public. 

“IT cannot see how facts can lead ta 
any other conclusion that that the re- 
clamation works themselves, by their 
successful operation, have refuted the 
arguments of early opponents of the re- 
clamation act and of later critics of the 
manner in which the work has been done, 

“It was said by some at the outset 
that the reclamation undertaking was a 
political move that could result in noth- 
ing but wasted funds. The facts are that 
900,000 acres of land have been brought 
under irrigation and most of it under 
cultivation.”

MADE READY FOR 
NATIONAL CRISES 


WASHINGTON — By simply tele- 
graphing a series of numbers to an ar- 
senal or ammunition factory the ord- 
nance department hopes to be able in the 
future to anticipate any sudden call for 
armament and equipment of a field force, 

The plan is outlined in the annual re- 
port of the chief of the ordnance de- 
partment, made public today, and is 
largely an adoption of the German 
system, 

The department has prepared state- 


eus arsenals, with estimates of supplies 
necessary to equip volunteers in multiples 
of 100,000 men. It has obtained com- 
plete information of the output of ar- 
senals, private manufacturers and pow- 
der mills of the country. 

Form letters, telegrams and contracts 
are held in readiness to be sent to the 
arsenals and factories, which could at 


_once start work with every specification 
/ supplied them. 


By the new method the war depart- 
ment hopes to avoid the difficulty that 
arose in the Spanish-American war, when 
the shortage in armament threatened to 
disable the suddenly enlarged army.

SWEET PICKLED APPLES. 

A delicious pickle is this, made from 
sweet apples. Cut in halves through the 
stem, leaving the core in and the skin 
on. Put three cloves in each half as in 
pickling peaches, then make a syrup, al- 
lowing for every six pounds of apples 
three pounds of sugar and a pint of vine- 
gar. Add a few cassia buds or pieces of 
stick cinnamon, put the fruit in and cook 


Pack the apples in jars, cook the syrup a 
little longer until thickened and pour 
over the fruit. 

GRAPE RELISH. 

Pick from the stems seven pounds of 
grapes, rather under ripe, and separate 
the pulp from the skins. Put the skins 
in a preserving kettle over the fire, with 
just enough water to prevent their burn- 
ing. Place the pulp in another kettle and 


a sieve and add to the skins with a half 
pint of vinegar, three pounds of sugar 
and a teaspoonful each of cloves, all- 
spice and cinpamon. Boil until thick. 
This is fine to serve with game or roast 
meats. 

CREAM OF MACARONI. 

Blend a tablespoonful each of flour and 
butter. Add two cups of cold milk grad- 
ually. When smoothly blended add a cup 
of cooked. macaroni, broken into small 
bits, add extra cup of milk and season 
with minced parsley and grated Par- 
mesan cheese.

gross earnings of Canadian Pacific showed 
a gain of 25 per cent; net increased 50 
per cent and amount available for divi- 
dends on the common stock jumped 
nearly 100 per cent, or to show 16.3 
per cent earned on the shares. Moreover, 
in addition to that showing, the first two 
months of the current fiscal year have 
shown a further increase of 24 per cent 
in gross, and net has gained $1,732,365, 
over 3] per cent. The gain in net 
the two months alone is almost 
sufficient to meet dividends on the $30,- 
000,000 new stock which will carry divi- 
dends this year. 

[It has been feared that Canadian Pa- 
cific earnings would reflect to some ex- 
tent, later in the year, the partial crop 
failure along its lines in the Northwest, 
owing to drought. Throughout the three 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, 20 bushels per acre is considered 
an average wheat crop. In 1895 the 
average ran as high as 25 bushels, but 
this year it will be only 13 to 15. Owing 
to increased acreage, however, the total 
Canadian crop will probably be 100,000,-

attention. What is known as social etiquette,

In this busy world, where men and women, especially in large cities, 
are jumbled together, it is not the shadow but the substance of good 
manners that counts. A man may be very careful to remove his 
hat in an elevator containing women, and yet he may have shoved 
and jostled some of them roughly on entering it. So, also, a man 
may be most respectful in his general attitude toward women in 
a street car, and yet fail to offer his seat to a woman who finds 
no other. 3 

It is not necessary here to allude to the ‘shortcomings of 
women in their treatment of men who are considerate, or in their 
treatment of each other, at times when self-forgetfulness and regard 
for the feelings of those with whom they come in contact would 
greatly relieve the situation and make everybody feel better. Let 
it suffice that what is commonly called politeness may too often 
be entirely on the surface. It is kindness that really counts. 
Kindness is one of the most beautiful of all the virtues and the 
basis of genuine good manners.

interesting, corrects some statements recently 
made regarding the number of Chinese 
students in the United States. He says that 
there are groups of young Chinamen in 
Columbia, Wisconsin, Pennsylvania, Yale 
and -Tlarvaftd universities, but that Cornell 


has fifty-two, the largest number in any one institution of learning 


outside of Asia. Commenting on these facts, he remarks: “What 
a magnificent opportunity is given our people for the investment 
of social and all good influences by inviting these bright lads into 
our homes, that they may see the better side of our national life. 
Untold good may thus come to the oldest empire on earth and her 
millions.” And he adds: “We have the written testimony ‘of 
Ambassador Wakura, premier of Japan in 1874, and of Count 
Okuma, in 1907, that the warm welcome and_ social hospitality 
shown the Japanese students in 1868-70 contributed more then: all 
other causes put together to draw Japan imto full human ‘cant alee 
with the nations, breaking down every lingering prejudice.” 
There may be some differenee of opinion as to the manner in 
which American interest 1n and kindliness toward the Chinese 
students should express itself, but wisdom dictates that these bovs 
shall receive attention. China is no longer simply awakening. It 
has already awakened. There is scarcely one among the Chinese 


students in this country at the present time who may not be called 


upon to play an important part in the constitutional reorganization 
that is now under way in the empire, and under the modern 
government that is certain to grow out of it. 

American relations with China are bound to become more and 
more intimate in the years to come. It would be decidedly to 
China’s advantage now if its students in America were given 


of opinion among citizens ‘who have a higher regard for public 
rights than for private privilege, 1t would be obviously beneath 
the dignity of the commonwealth to surrender its authority, in this 
or any other instance, to private individuals. Moreover, there can 
scarcely be a question that the granting of what would practically 
amount to a blanket highway billboard advertising franchise would 
result in serious abuses while it would retard rather than promote 
the purpose which lovers of natural scenery have in view. 

The question involved here is larger than any that. may be 
raised to hamper it with complications. It 1s a question in which 
every man, woman and child in Massachusetts and in New England 
has a very special interest. Hundreds of thousands of people are 
attracted to this section annually by its beauty and picturesqueness. 
It is a relief for those who live in the great prairie and plain stretches 
of the West, the Northwest and the Southwest, to find themselves 
amid the delightful hills and valleys of New England. This is 
no sentimental plea. These people spend millions in Massachusetts 
alone every year. If there were no other reasons why the natural 
scenery of this state should be protected against defacement the 
purely commercial one of conserving a valuable asset should be 
sufficient. 

Such a subject merits the broader view. It is something in 
which not merely Massachusetts but the entire country 1s interested. 
Let the commonwealth assert with dignity and maintain without 
compromise its authority in this matter to the very limit of its 
constitutional rights, and when technical objections are raised or 
political pressure is employed to defeat the anti-defacemertt law, 
the public opinion of the state will doubtless be ready and willing 
to come to the moral assistance of the authorities.

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or of the new. 

The fact is, and doubtless the secretary has discovered this also, 
all dollar bills look alike to those who want them. Of course, there 
are times when a dollar bill looks a great deal larger to some 
people than it does at other times, just as there are times when it 
seems to be a great deal smaller than at other times. But normally, 
in the eves of the majority, it looks about right as to size before 
it is broken. ‘Then, it is hardly necessary to say, it fades away. 

At all events, the secretary of the treasury, satisfied that there 
are not enough dollar bills in the country, may rest assured that the 
country will agree with him, and that it will back him up in every 
step he shall take toward making them more plentiful. He has 
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ordered the reissue of the old United States one dollar note, which

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remarkable showing might be made, the service has been greatly 
extended and developed.

every opportunity of acquiring information of a social and general
